These victims of a 
warfare unparalleled in modern times for its Savagery and cruelty—a 
warfare which spares neither the helplessness of children nor the 
honour of women—have arrived here in a pitiful condition. They are 
without homes, destitute, and broken with the shock and the pain of their 
frightful experiences. In their utter despair they have thrown them- 
selves upon the mercy and kindness of their coreligionists here, and we 
sappeal to English Jews with all the power at our command to take 
these hapless people to their hearts and give them protection and 
succour. Many are being cared for by the Jews’ Temporary Shelter 
and at the Refuge in Poland Street allocated to this purpose by the 
Local Government Board. They need sustenance and clothing, and 
we entreat our readers to render help generously and without delay to 
this humane and pressing cause. 

Personal Hospitality. 


NOR is it only by gifts of money and kind that immediate relief can 
be given. A great act of humanity can be carried out by offering 
the refugees the hospitality of our own homes—a course which has 
been largely taken by the non-Jewish public, and, in a certain number 
of cases, by Jews too. 
there are numerous refugees who have fallen suddenly from a high 
station, and to whom it is painful to be thrown among an indiscriminate 
mass of struggling poor, and sheltered with them without regard 
to what they have been in thestill-near past. By dint of geographical 
good fortune and the vigilance of our fleet, we in England have 
participated in the war without, so far, feeling its keenest sting. 
But that only lays upon us the crowning obligation of coming to the 
help of those who have not been so happily circumstanced, and 
assisting to mitigate the miseries of their position. We have a double 
duty to the refugees—the duty of Rachmonuth as between Jew 
and Jew, anda patriotic duty to brothers who are comrades in the 
supreme cause for which their respective nations are, under the 
Almighty, struggling this day. In. Heaven’s name do not let us 
neglect this duty! We must carry it through effectually, resolutely 
and quickly. 


KING CAROL. | 


THE reign of KING CAROL, the Rumanian Sovereign who has 
just passed away, was coincident with a period of prolonged, and 
sometimes acute, trouble for the Jews over whom he ruled. ‘The late 
KING may have done much for his kingdom, but so far as Jews were 
concerned his rule was one of unredeemed blackness. ‘The personal 


sentiments of the Sovereign himself may have had in them something 
of modern enlightenment, and of that there is evidence in the inter- 
esting interview with the Haham which appears in another part 
of this issue. Only last year he appended a note to a peiition for 
equality sent in by the native Jews, in which he recommended 
the petition to the serious attention of the Government, in order, 
as he put it, that the necessary measures might be taken, with 
a view to giving satisfaction to the Jewish request, which, he. said, 
appeared to him to be just. A population so considerable, he went 
on, established here for hundreds of years, successive generations of 
whom have been born if the country, cannot subsist without the 
possibility being given to it of living by means of its work. Toa 
representative of the Newe Freie Presse some four years ago, HIS 
MAJESTY confided that the Jewish question had been one cf the 
greatest cares of his reign. But when the journalist suggested that 
justice should be done—that justice whose claim he himself felt— 
he took refuge in the old miserable excuse of Jewish “ exploitation,” 
and urged as a decisive consideration the hostile attitude of the nation. 


Shamefully Forsworn.” 


“ONE cannot,’ said the KING, “with impunity withstand national 
feeling. He would be no statesman who attempted to ride rough- 
shod over popular passions.” Yet His MAJESTY knew well enough 
how to withstand national feeling when the cause was some other than 
the Jewish one, and did not shrink from threats of abdication in order 
to get his own way. Political differences might be held to justify 
such a course, but moral right and the necessity for removing a dark 
stain from the record of his reign should have been an equally potent 
cause. His MAJESTY received Jewish deputations affably and spoke 
kindly to them. But he gave no definite promises, and he lived to 
see his country twice shamefully forsworn—once over the stipulations 
of the Berlin Treaty, and again in connection with the hopes held out 
at the time of the Balkan War. We hope that, at all events, if only 
as a result of the present war, the cloud which has hung for so many 
years over the Jews of Rumania will pass away. ‘The new Queen, 
we do not forget, is a daughter of the late DUKE OF EDINBURGH, a 
son of QUEEN VICTORIA. The high example of the English Royal 
- House is a shining star for the Rumanian Sovereign and Government

OUR contributor “ MENTOR” suggests this motto, which has 
already been so largely brought into service during the war, as words 
that can best indicate the fitting attitude of Anglo-Jewry in its 


communal capacity during this time of stress and anxiety. It points 
to the right spirit that should animate us: and it is reassuring to 


observe that the war is not by any means putting a serious drag upon 


our communal activities. The Board of Guardians, upon which a 
special burden rests just now, met last Wednesday. ‘The Board of 
Deputies, before whom many grave responsibilities may presently arise, 
is coming together on Sunday. Jews’ College, whose position is 
assuredly not too favourable just now, is holding its customary annual 
meeting. On Sunday week, the Jewish Religious Union Conference 
is to take place, and the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
meets during next month, . The Soup Kitchen and our other charitable 
organisations are settling down to their winter campaign. They are 
one and all setting an excellent example in thus carrying 
on their work “as usual.” The nation is, it is true, engaged 
in a life and death fight, but the struggle, though it must dominate our 
thoughts, should not absorb them. If Jews were to allow the machinery 


_of communal life to rust and stagnate, they might find it no easy task 


to put it into operation again. More particularly it would be a mis- 
fortune if the devotion of large sums to the war funds should force our 
charities to choose between running into debt and abandoning or 
curtailing the work for which they were created. When the war is 
over, the nation must and will renew its full tide of life, and Jews 
should be ina position to show that by reason of increased energy 
some of the tasks and pressing moral obligations which made up the 
sum total of Jewish existence before the present calamity fell upor 
the nations have not been wholly untended. : 

DR. SCHECHTER. | 

THE utmost regret will be felt in the community at the news that 
Dr. SCHECHTER has had to undergo a severe operation; but it will 
be tempered with satisfaction at the knowledge that the venerable 
scholar is said to be progressing favourably.

THE Jews of Huddersheld were in imminent danger of having to 
dispense with the holding of public services during the festivals, 
thanks to the wide-spread commandeering of halls by the Govern- 
ment for the purpose of the War. In this emergency, the Elders 
of Hebron Hall came to the rescue of the community with a free offer 
of accommodation, and the offer was of course accepted. This inci- 
dent is a very pleasant one in the inter-religious life of the country,

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other day, not only does not resist, but encourages what. Mr. Asquith calls 
“the preservation of local and national ties, of the genius’ of the various 
peoples of the Empire. If we probe a little deeper, the reason why Russia 
adopted this policy becomes quite clear. It forms no excuse, let us again 
insist, for the adoption of a policy which we know to be as unwise as it is 
cruel, and as ineffectual as it is brutal. But the reason Russia adopted it 
was surely because of the military power which flanked her next door. 
Russia was afraid to allow various nationalities within her borders, because 
she blindly imagined that therein lay weakness instead of strength. 
M. Pobiedonostzeff was the author of this miserable, wretched, repressive 
measure, and he, like Ignatieff and Plehve, adopted it as a means of 
strengthening Russia against German militarism. The poet tells us that 
“evil is wrought by want of thought, as well as by want of heart.” We 
might vary the sentiment and say that more evil is wrought by undue 
fear than by self-confidence. And it was fear—fear of the militarism of 
Germany —fear that she could not resist it except the whole of her people 
were “ Real Russians” that has been at the ground root of Russia's persecu- 
ting policy against Jews and other subject nationalities. As German mili- 
tarism rose in. strength, so was the bond of Russification tightened in 
the land of the Tsar. 


The average Russian is not a persecuting animal. He is a man of 
fine sensibilities, as can be readily supposed of a nation that has produced 
a Tolstoi, a Turgenieff, and a Dostoieffsky in literature, a Tchaikowsky in 
music, an Antokolsky in sculpture, and. which, notwithstanding everything, 
has allowed the Jews of Russia to produce the brilliant sons who saw birth 
within its borders like the one just named. The superstition which envelops 
the Russian Moujik is evidence of timidity and fear grown to suspicion, 
which is his characteristic. Persecution of Jews in Russia has resulted 
from the suspicion which the Russian feels of all who are not Russian. 
Jews in Russia are thought to be akin to Germans. A Russian made the 
remark the other day that Russian Jews were all German Jews—they were 
Ashkenazic Jews. The curious misunderstanding.is not confined to Russia. 
England has shown that to be so iti more than one instance. The suspicion 
against the Jew in Russia has been fostered and engendered by the con- 
sciousness of the danger of the militarism of that Power, which has inter 
mingled largely with Russia on its Western border and in Poland. A 
united Germauy pre-supposed in the Russian mind a united Russia, and 
the Russian could not conceive ‘a united Russia except in a population 
religiously, socially, and in all else in ufison with what they conceived to 
be Russian. The only means they could devise for obtaining artificially 
the unison which did not exist, was by the hateful policy of .” Russification.” 

. 

Now the war which Is proceeding has for its object, so far as the Allies 
are concerned, the breaking down and the shattering to earth of this 
Prussian militarism, which has induced °* Russification”’ in Russia. The 
Allies are not fighting against Teutonism as that term is ,understood when 
ittmeans German culture of the true sort. To it the world owes a deep 
gratitude. and that those who represent it laud the war and declare that 
militarism is culture’s shield does not alter the facts. It is not against 
the aspirations In science, or art or literature of the German people that 
the war is being waged. It is agajnst militarism, that hideous growth 
super-Inrposed. upon Germany which England and France are fizhting 
because they regard it as a menace to Europe, and Russia is fighting 
because she regards it as a menace to herself. With militarism in Germany 
crushed, it must follow, as day follows night, that the suspicion and the 
fear in Russia which has rested upon her as a horrible dream this 
half century past will be gone. With it will be gone, too, in the eyes of 
Kussia the necessity of drum-drilling diverse nationalities, and trying to turn 
them out in unison through the machine of “ Russification.” The subject 


races of Russia and the Jews among them with the policy of “ Russification”’ 


gone, will cast off the shackles which “ Russification ” dictated as needful. 
The promise of the Tsar to-day to sweep away every shred of disability under 
which the Jews in his dominions are placed, would be hailed as an evangel 
from end to end of the civilised world. The defeat of Germany and the 


crushing of militarism as an end of the War, would be even more effectual | 


than the promise of the Tsar to-day. The victory of Russia and her 
allies over the Kaiser would carry with it the abolition of ‘ Russifi- 
cation’’ and its being cast aside as as a worn-out shibboleth. Jewish 
disabilities would hence disappear asa matter of course. In such event, 
even presuming the Tsar were disposed to refuse to say a word which 
would release the Jews of Russia—a mere suppositive proposition—the force 
of conditions and circumstances would compel him even against his will. 


+ + * 
To look at Russia to-day or in the immediate past, and the crimes 


she has committed against Jews and to ignore the cause of 
causes, the root-cause which had.led up consistently and _ persistently 


to the persecution of our brethren is unscientific. It is the way 


of the empiric and the quack.‘ It is to be hoped that our 
sensitive brethren in America who read these lines. will not feel that 
there is involved, in venturing to suggest to them the true underlying 


cause of Russian persecution of Jews, the remotest intention to dictate to 


them as to where their sympathies should go, and still less, if that 
be possible, to lure them away from the strict neutrality which 
President Wilson has enjoined. Yet it is to be hoped that they will 
ponder fairly on what has been said, and ask themselves, too, if there be 
any cogency that recommends itself to them in what has been said, what 
sort of * Jewish aspect” there would be with a victory for Germany. For 
the sympathy of the Jews of America, as of America generally, is hugely in 
favour quite understandably of England. Equally, it is to be understood 
why the sentiment is against Germany. The heedlessness with which she 
rushed herself and rushed others into this war, and the manner, shocking to 
all civilisation, by which she has conducted her campaign have created bitter 
resentment among all civilised peoples. The only “but” one observes in 
American sympathy for the Allies is the feeling that Russia, by reason of her 
record against Jews and other subject nationalities, is not something to which 
to give sympathy or to which to lend support.

; There is another direction among many in which our duty as Jews 
points in this war. The object of every army in the field is to keep the flag 


flying. The flag of the community must be kept flying too. Just because 
of the war, and because of the hundred questions of special communal 
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interest which it has thrown up, any slackening of communal effort would 
be deplorable. We can keep the flag flying only by applying to the com.- 
munity the’ motto that has been adopted as a heartening motto in this 
War— Business as usual.” The War has not lessened, it has increased; 
the demands of many of our institutions. The Board of Guardians and the 
Shelter have had superimposed upon. their normal heavy task the thousands 
of refugees that have reached them from the poor, stricken Belgium. Pro 
tanto other institutions of the charitable order have had placed upon. 
them additional claims because of the war. But the war has not made one 
incurable, curable, nor has it knocked off one year from the life of any 
aged Jew; and incurables and aged Jews must be supported, the war not- 
withstanding. Nor has the war settled one single question of the many 
that remain unsolved and to which our Board of Deputies ought to act 
the watch-dog. Nor has it brought organisation into the welter of chaos 
that exists in the religious affairs of the community. All the problems 
and all the questions which were unsettléd or waited for settlement before 
the war, wait for settlement to-day. 


We as Jews, who are playing our part nobly and well as citizens, 
can play our part nobly and well as Jews, can play our part patriotically, 
loyally, and devotedly by attending, the war notwithstanding, to our business 
asa community “as usual.” To allow the war to divert our attention from 
our usual business as a community would be to act in a contrary manner 
to that dictated by the needs of the coyntry at the moment. “ Business 
as usual” must be the mot d’ordre of the community in the communal

DEATH OF MR. F. B. HALFORD. 
MEMOIR. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. F. B. Halford, who passed away 
suddenly yesterday (Thursday) morning. 

Frederick Benjamin Halford was the second son of Benjamin Halford and his 
wife, Kate, who was born a Miss Levy. Frederick Halford was born on the 21st 
February, 1836, at Manchester, whence the family 
emigrated to London in 1856. | Banjamin Halford, who 
was descended from Moses Levy, of Rochford, estab- 
lished the firm of B. Hyam and Son, wholesale 
clothiers, in Cannon Street, London. Eventually 
Frederick Halford and his brothers, Edward and 
Adolphe, were admitted partners. Many Government 
contracts for soldiers’ uniforms were carried out by 
the firm, which had branches in Edinburgh, Dublin, 
Manchester, and other provincial centres. 

In 1858, and at the age oftwenty-two, Mr. Halfard, 
married Maria Amelia, eldest daughter of Bethel Jacobs, 
of Hull, whose wife was a Miss Esther Lyon. There 
were ten children of the marriage—three son; and 

Mr. F. B. Halford. seven daughters. The youngest son, George Edward, 

| died at Karee Siding during the Boer War, in which 
he bore his share as a City Imperial Volunteer. The death ‘of this promising 
youth was a great grief to his parents and to the many voung friends 
who had come under his good influence. The other surviving children are 
Mrs. Michael A. Green, Mr. Bernhard Frederick Halford, Miss Kate Halford, 
Secretary of the Union of Jewish Women, Mr. Bethel Halford, Mrs. Marco 
Mendl, Mrs. Abraham Lindo Henry, Mrs. William A. Moses, and the Misses 
Jeannette and Hilda Halford. 

, On his marriage, Mr. Halford, though an Ashkenazi, joined the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue in Bryanston Street, there being no ladies’ seats 
available in the Little Portland Street Synagogue. The matter served to call 
attention to the dearth of synagogue accommodation for Ashkenazic Jews in the West 
end of London. Shortly afterwards, the Bayswater Synagogue was built to 
remedy this defect, members of Mr. Halford's family being among its. first 
members. Mr. Halford became a prominent worker in the Portuguese community. 
He was several times Parnass of the synagogue. He helped in reorganising its 
various charitable institutions and trusts for different purposes, and he gave active 
assistance in founding the Spanish and: Portuguese Board. of Guardians, of which 
he became a Treasurer and a Vice-President. When the Ramsgate College was 
disbanded, he was instrumental in obtaining a grant of £1,000 per annum from the 
funds of the Montefiore Ramsgate Endowment for Jews’ College, at the same time 
becoming a representative of the Endowment on the Council of Jews’ College. 
For some time he served on the Committee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, and for many years he was a member of the Council and E>ecutive of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. He was an original member of the Gentlemea’s Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Women and Girls, of which 
larger body his wife became Treasurer. 

- Outside the community, Mr. Halford's public activities centred themselves in - 
Freemasonry and the Volunteers. He joined the Volunteer Force in 1859, at its 
inception, and became first of all a private in a West Middlesex regiment. Find- 
ing very small chances of promotion to officer's rank, he was induced by a friend 
to join the 19th Middlesex Rifles, where officers were greatly needed. This corps 
was largely recruited from the Working Men’s College, and was glad to enrol men 
willing to study for the necessary examinations. The colonel of the regiment | 
was Tom Hughes, author of “Tom Brown's School Days.” The new Jewish 
recruit quickly rose from the rank of non-commissioned officer to that of lieutenant, 
and then to that of captain. Ultimately he becamea major, which rank he retained | 
after 18 years of service down to the time of his death. He resigned from the 
force in 1878. All the time of his service he was a very active officer, attending his 
full number of parades, camps, and manoeuvres. 

Mr, and Mrs. Halford celebrated their golden wedding in 1909, and received 
on A. Sea a testimonial from the Association for the Protection of Women 
and Girls. 

The funeral will leave 2, Woodchurch Koad, West Hampstead, to-day at 
half-past one. |

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THE LATE KING CAROL AND THE JEWS. 


DR. GASTER AND THE DEAD MONARCH. 


[Special to the Jewish Chronicle.’’] 


The reign of the late King of Rumania was coincident with a regime of 
intense severity against his Jewish subjects. What His Majesty’s whole attitude 
towards them was is probably none too clear to their English coreligionists. Upon 
such a point no-one can speak with more intimate knowledge than the Haham, 
Dr. Gaster, who, as is generally known, enjoyed the personal friendship of His 
Mayesty. 

Dr. Gaster was good enough to explain, in the course of a short interview 
which he granted to a representative of this journal, what the late King’s views 
upon the Jewish question were. 


“I have known King Carol practically all my life,” saidthe Haham. ““Mystudies

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE. ] 


THE CREATION. 


“In the beginning God created the licavens and the earth.’—Gcnests i.-1. 


This opening sentence of the Pentateuch with which to-morrow we shal} 
re-commence our weekly readings of the Torah, which gives its name to this 
coming Sabbath and to the special ceremonial connected with it, is one of 
the greatest sentences ever penned. In these words—grand beyond com- 
pare as mere literature—we have the answer to a problem from which the 
human intellect cannot escape. Aband of emigrants settling on the banks 
of some stream in a strange!land might be content for a time to cultivate its 
fertile valley and to feed their flocks in its meadows: but sooner or later 
some one of them would be sure to feel that it had become a necessity of 
existence to him to trace that stream to its source. He would be 
consumed with a thirst for knowledge. And so we. always” want 
to trace a stream to its souree. It is a necessity. of the reason- 
able mind to try to. account for the things it is  cognisant 
The greatest of all such problems that has interested, challenged 
and confronted the human mind in all ages is that which concerns the 
How came the world to.be at all? Whence did 
it spring? What causes have produced it? The Bible, very naturally and 
logically, begins by telling us this. But-the origin of existence is not merely 
a great intellectual problem: it is also a great spiritual problem. It is 
a question which is related to our whole life in a hundred ways. For 
exampk, we are constantly receiving from the world benefits for which it 
seems to us we ought to feel grateful. To whom, then, onght we to be 
grateful? Or are weto be grateful at all? On the other hand, we have 
experiences sometimes of a contrary nature, experiences that are very pain- 
ful and perplexing, and against which heart and soul are inclined to protest. 
Everywhere we feel ourselves in the presence of a Supreme Power, a Power 
by which we are irresistibly carried along. like flakes of foam on a swollen 
river; a Power by which we are sustained, but by which also at any unfore-. 
seen moment our fondest schemes may be shattered, and we ourselves 
crushed like a moth. What is this Supreme Power that resides somewhere 
in the wuniverse—-so beneficent, -and yet so terrible. which bestows 
upon us a shower of blessings, which also hurls upon us an 
avalanche of destruction, which we trust, which yet we fear? Is it rational ? 
Is there in this Power anything corresponding to the ideas we have ot 
wisdom and righteousness and love? It is on this spiritual side of the 
question we should expect the Bible chiefly to shed light, and so we find it to 
The Bible tells us very little indeed about the physical process. otf 
creation. but all that we need to know about the character of the Creator. 
It is to tell us abont God as the Creator of all things, and not as a primer ot 
physical science, that this first chapter of Genesis was written. 

The Mystery of Creation. 

But this simple statement, In the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth,” is full of mystery. It involves the mystery of eternity. 
Our minds fall prostrate before the mystery of an eternal God. “In the 
beginning ’—who can tell when that was? At atime no man can state, at 
the remotest conceivable boundary of time. “In the beginning God 
created.” But “before the mountains were brought forth, or ever Thou 
didst. form the earth and the world, even from everlasting to ever- 
lasting Thou art God.” Out of the un-beginning, un-ending, eternity 
there came forth the beginning of time as we can conceive it, 
incalculable millions and millions of years, it may be, and still all but a 
ripple on the shoreless ocean of God's eternity. And there 1s the other 
mystery of God’s omnipotence. In the beginning God created.” 
we can say or think about the act of.the creation is that it must be the act 
of an absolutely omnipotent Being. We cannot in the slighest degree com: 
prehend, we have no analogy to help us to comprehend, the power by which 
anything is made out of nothing. We human beings can do much with 
existing materials; we can do much in the way of manufacture, 
shaping: and fashioning existing materials; we can 
nature, and dissolve .and separate them 
into their simplest elements, and then make these elements. up 
again into fresh combinations. That is all man's highest power can 
accomplish, and all his efforts, all his achievements, add not one iota to the 
sum of what already exists. But contrast that with the power of God! 
He created. There was nothing; in the flash of an eye, at the word 
of the Lord God. omnipotent, the universe was born! It was not, and 
then it was, for He spake the word and it was done, Thus the Biblical 
account of the beginning of things is replete with mystery. It proclaims 
God to us in the twofold mystery of His eternity and His omnipotence 
as the source from which all things derive their very being; Himself 
underived, eternal, unchangeable; a Being at the very thought of whom the 
intellect grows faint and fails. Nor let us suppose that the Bible, in pre- 
senting us with a God who is the mysterious source of all creation, 
monopolises all mystery. It is a delusion to suppose that infidelity in any 
of its forms makes a less demand upon faith, in the sense of belief in the 
incomprehensible. The Bible account of creation is at least as comprehen-

sible as any other theory of the origin of existence; at least as rational and - 


sufficient. Grant only this one sublime and ‘soul-satisfying belief in an 
eternal and omnipotent God—and one must grant belief in an eternal and 
omnipotent something—everything is accounted for. 


God's Greatness. 


What are some of the practical uses to our own lives of this belief in a 
Creator? Contemplation of the greatness of the Creator’s works has always 
been one way in which religious minds have sought to attain to. some idea of 
God's greatness; How small creatures are we men after all! How vain. 
and petty are these designs upon which we plume ourselves when we are 
confronted and challenged to consider the greatness of the Creator's power! 
“ Where wast thou when I laid the foundations of the earth?

The conditions are rather rough and chaotic, otherwise we 
have: no cause tocomplain. The country here is lovely, everything beautiful beyond expres- 
sion. You might chance a return line—it may reach me. Our troops are working here 
among the enemy, and ourregiment has captured six German guns besides a hundred or two 
by other battalions. I have sent four letters home, and had no reply yet. Ofcourse it is all 
chance whether they will reach us or not. On our landing here the inhabitants gave us 
an. unprecedented reception and welcome. We have fruit given us, tobacco, ‘wine of 
various kinds, ete. . . . Everything was magnificent. I will be teaching foreign 
languages when Icome home! The optimism and indifference of the troops is something 
to be wondered at. We have no change of underclothing ; we have to wash our shirts in 
the sea and wait for them to dry, and walk about in a jersey, . However, it is great fun. 
There are thousands upon thousands.of us here; you never saw sucha sight. Hope to 
be home before Christmas...

A JEWISH SOLDIER’S THRILLING EXPERIENCES. 

A Leeds Jewish soldier, Private H. Phillips, of the King’s Liverpool Regiment, 
has returned to Leeds with three mementoes of the fighting in France in the shape 
of three battle scars. At Landrecies, during the retreat from Mons, he was 
wounded in the heel by a rifle bullet and in the head by a shrapnel bullet, and 
during the recent fighting near Soissons a fragment of shrapnel shell caught him 
near the temple, penetrating to within a sixteenth of an inch from the brain. «He 
has now almost recovered his general health, and was able to give a few interest 
ing particulars of his experiences. At Mons, he said, he and those with him had 
nothing to eat but cabbages for four days, during which it rained almost incessantly. 
At night it was as bad “‘as being at the North Pole,” and later on the men who threw 
away their overcoats during the retreat felt the cold very much. The fighting at Mons 
was terrible, and only six men of hiscompany survived. In the subsequent retreat thc 
men covered 179 miles in seven days. They halted sixty miles from Paris, ani 
rested for two days before commencing their attack, It was in a fight in the woods 
outside Soissons that he received the serious wound. Capt. Kirk Smith, for whom 
he acted as servant, was waving his hand as the signal to advance when lhe received 
a bullet through his hand. He remarked, “ Phillips, Iam done,” and handed |)is 
wrist-watch to Phillips to keep.. Almost immediately he fell down, shot through 
the lungs. Phillips rushed to his side to carry him out of the firing line. He had 
already picked him up when he himself was knocked unconscious by the flying 
fragment of shell. - He was carried away by the French. One exciting quarter of 


an hour was experienced in the village of Landrecies, when a party of British soldier: 


was surprised by a body of German infantry. The men had marched twenty-five miles 
and were looking forward toa square meal and a night’srest, when the villagers gave 
thealarm. Rifles were hastily snatched up, and soldiers poured out of the farmhouses 
into the main streets. The order for rapid fire was given us, the men threw them 

selves on the ground, and the advancing Germans were met by a storm of bullets, 
although they were driving before them women and children at the point of the 
bayonet. The Germans rushed into another street where, however, a maxim gun 
was waiting for them. Something like 1,200 rounds were fired from it within ten 
minutes, and before the enemy were driven off it was white hot. The German 
casualties numbered about 900 in this short time. Phillips waxed enthusiastic a 

he recalled the three bayonet charges in which he had taken part. “We didn t 
half give them it,” he said. ‘ They fly like anything when they see our bayonets. '

In the course of his 
references to the Tsar's visit to Wilna, Professor Pares observes that there is a 
large Jewish trading population often living in extrem? poverty; for -instance, 
»»metimes in three tiers of cellars one below another. Finally, he described the 
Tsar's round of visits to the chief hospitals in that city, after which “‘he received 
a Jewish deputation and spoke with thanks of the sympathetic attitude of the Jews 
in this hour, so solemn for Russia.” Tae general feeling may be described as like

TREDEGAR.

The Bank have arranged to pay full salary 
to all during their absence, and their positions in the Bank will be kept open for 
them on their return. 


OBITUARY. 

JACOBS.—A cable fram Melbourne announces the death there, on the 10th 
inst., of Mr. Isaac Jacobs. The deceased, who was eighty years old, had resided 
in Australia sixty years. He held advanced views on religious matters, and in 
several letters to the JEWISH CHRONICLE he supported the Liberal Jewish move- 
ment in this country. Mr. Jacobs at his death was, and had been for many years, 
President of the Melbourne Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 


JEREMIAS.—The Zionist cause has sustained another loss by the death of 
Dr. Karl Jeremias, of Posen, Following -closely on that of Herr Wolffsohn, this 
double loss is acutely felt in Jewish Nationalist circles. Dr. Jeremias in his early 
manhood already worked for the elevation of the Jewish people, and when Dr. 
Herzl started the Zionist campaign he became a warm adherent to the movement. 
The regret which his death has called forth has found expression in telegrams of 


condolence sent to his widow by the Actions Committee and the Zionist Society 
for Germany. | 


RICHETTI.—Trieste Jewry is mourning the death of its President, Com- 
mander Edmondo de Richetti. He laboured with the utmost devotion for the 
welfare of the community,-his work culminating in the building of the new 
Synagogue, and for Judaism he had a great affection, which became more intense 
after his return from a tour through the Jewish colonies in Palestine. Signor de 
Richett: held several important offices outside his community, notably those of 
Managing Director of the General Assurance Company and President of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

SAALBURG.—Mr. William Saalburg, one of the best known pioneers in 
California, and one of the oldest Jewish newspaper publishers in the United States, 
has died in San Francisco at the age of eighty. For many years he was associated 


with the Rev. Dr. M.S. Levy, of that city, in the publication of the Jewish Times.

commanded the morning since thy days, and caused the dayspring to know 
his place? . . + Knowest thou the ordinances of heaven? Can’st thou 
set the dominion thereof in the earth?” Such were the questions ot 


| ancient science. Modern science, with on one hand its disclosures of the 


unspeakable vastness of the physical creation, and on the other hand 
displaying to us minute objects, morsels of adaptation and construction no 
less astonishing, does but remind us after all that, however we may enlarge 
and multiply our conceptions of the Creator’s works, we really get no nearer 
to an understanding of Him who made them all and sustains them all. But 
more than all, the thought which ought to keep us in our right place towards 
God, in our place of humble and grateful dependence, is just this: God is 
our Maker. The thought that, day by day, hour by hour, there is a Being 
before whom we are as nothing, who made us, and from whom every moment 
we are deriving our being and existence—how wonderful a thought it is i! 
we can grasp it; the simple thought that God made us! Nothing 
can express how. completely we are in His hands, how completely 
at His disposal, because we are His workmanship. There i: 
only one thing for which He could make us—that we might be 
His. He niade us in the thought of what we should. do for Him, what w: 
might do for Him. If we grasp this thought and all that it implies, 


we shall see how unreasonable, and how false to the _ real. law 


of our existence, an ungodly life is. It is’ told of an _ Eastern 
Emperor that his life was once saved by one of his courtiers, and he showed 
the feeling of the obligation under which he had been laid by cutting off that 


courtier’s head, for he could not endure the feeling of being under so great 


an obligation as owing his life to any human being. Ina spirit somewhat 
similar, it would seem, how many there are who deliberately ignore this first 
and simplest truth that God made them, that moment by moment they owe 
the very fact of their being to God. They will not think of it. Their hearts 
are not uplifted in gratitude for any of His benefits. His will is not consulted 
in any of their actions. It is written on their lives plainly that they have 
forgotten Him as entirely as if He were not at all. 
The Stamp of Sanctity. 
Another use of this belief in a Creator is that it sets a stamp of sacred- 
ness upon every creature and creation of God. To destroy is, according to 
the teaching of our ancient fathers, a cardinal sin.“ To pervert from its 
true purpose anything which God has made ‘is a sin against God as the 
Creator. Conceive of the Creator going about in this world and beholding 
the varied use to which men put His gifts. Conceive with what sorrow 
and indignation He would often behold that use. We will not speak of 
what the Divine thought must be in regard to all the savage destruction 
which is being enacted at the present time in the theatre of war. Let 
us rather restrict our attention to the use we make of the Creator's 
gifts in the ordinary times of peace. The money we spend—how much is 
wasted on senseless and injurious luxury while thousands of God’s creatures 
are suffered to want. The hours of time which we idle away—would we so 
squander them if we heard the Creator’s voice saying to us, ‘ These hours I 
am even now adding to thy brief and uncertain life?’ That intoxicating cup 
which a man puts to his lips—would he drink if it be a detriment to his body 
and a snare to his soul, if he remembered the use to which God created it and 
him? If we mean anything real when we say the earth is the Lord’s and the 
fulness thereof, we mean that we are required to see the stamp of sanctity 
everywhere, the seal of God’s ownership upon everything, to regard nothing | 
as common or unclean, to recollect that the things we see and handle 
and all we have, and we ourselves, belong to God. As in the vision of 
Zachariah, to see “ holiness unto the Lord ” inscribed in the meanest objects 
of daily use. That is the only real and practical exercise of our faith 
that the world was made by the word of God. What is the greater part of 
-our ceremonial but interpreting into the language of practical daily life the 
doctrine of belief in a divine Creator? If we had more of this faith the 
whole world would unfold itself as a manifold symbol of God’s presence, 
and the commonest things in life would be found holy unto the Lord. Then 
would our life be sacramental, our work and rest, business and home, our 
buying and selling, our mirth and griefs would be sacred, and life would be 
worship, and earth would be liker to heaven until it became:as heaven itself

THE ANNUAL APPEAL, 


ASSISTING THE WAR REFUGEES. © 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Wednes- |. 


day at the offices of the Board, Middlesex Street. Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN, 
President, was in the Chair, and there were also present :-—

It was reported that Mr. Maurice Levy, Canvasser to the Industrial Com- 
mittee, had joined the Westminster Dragoons, and the Board sanctioned the pay- 
ment of 25s. weekly to his mother during his absence in the service, his position 
being kept open for him at the end of the War.

The PRESIDENT read correspondence that had passed between the Board and 
the War Office on the offer of the Samuel Lewis Convalescent Home for the use 
of wounded sailors and soldiers. 
Home would not be utilised by the War Office. . 


Helping the Refugees. 


The PRESIDENT said that the Board would have learnt from the Press that 
among the refugees from Belgium who had been welcomed in this country were 
many hundreds, by now, probably, thousands, of the Jewish faith As soon as 
the Shelter became acquainted with the position, they took steps, with their usual 
promptitude, to meet the Jewish arrivals. He had had several interviews with Mr. 
‘Landau and Mr. Ernst Schiff, who, with Mr. Otto Schiff, had devoted themselves 
with great public spirit to what liad developed into a very arduous and responsible 
task... The arrangement they had arrived at was that all the refugees, including 

_ those who applied to the Board, should be dealt with by the Shelter. In this 
way they had avoided all risk of overlapping—a danger which both parties had 
reason to fear had been imminent. He would like to pay a tribute, which’ was 
perhaps unnecessary, to the spirit in which the Shelter had undertaken these 
responsibilities—by which it had earned the gratitude of the community. He 
would also like to add that at this hour of need the Shelter had had, what 
might have been expected, the support of Lord Rothschild and his brothers 
—who had been privy to the arrangement made between the Board and the 
Shelter, which had received ineir full approval The liabilities for which 
the community would find itself responsibie could not be measured at the moment. 
He understood the Shelter was about to issue an appeal. He hoped it would meet 
‘with a very generous response.» 

Mr. N. MAYER suggested that the Convalescent Home, since it was not to be 
used by the War Office, might be used to house some of the better class refugees. 

The PRESIDENT said they could not accommodate refugees in good health in 
the Home. There were some Belgian refugees now at the Home who were not in 
good health. 

In reply to Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN, who enquired as to the liability of the 
Board in the arrangements with the Shelter, the PRESIDENT said there would be 
none. Anarrangement in regard to single men had been referred to at the last 
meeting of the Board, but after the later arrangement he was sure the Shelter 
would make no claim upon them, 


Increased Number of Applications. | 

The PRESIDENT said the statistics of cases relieved since the last meeting gave 
the best idea of what a tremendous strain had been imposed on their administra- 
tion. The high water, mark had been reached in the week ending the 138th 
September, when 496 cases, old and new, were assisted, as against 157 in the 
corresponding week last year. That was the week preceding New Year, 
and the total this vear was somewhat affected by that fact. The 
totals for the respective periods of six weeks were 1,832 for 1914, 
as against 796 for 1913.

The Financial Position. 
Mr. Puitip S. WALEyY, one of the Treasurers, reporting on the financial 


position of the Board, said the total expenditure for the nine months of the year 


was £19,600, and the income £14,200, leaving a deficit of £5,400. The increase in 
donations of something over / 500 was attributable entirely to the special donations 
received since the crisis at the end of July. 


The Board's Annual Appeal. 


The PRESIDENT said that they would remember that at the last meeting it was 
decided not to issue any special appeal at that juncture, and to defer the question 
of the usual winter appeal till that meeting. The matter was now ripe for decision. 
He thought that it would be impolitic to give any special character to their appeal, 
because they did not want to compete with other exceptional demands made upon 
the public. It was regrettable that there should be so many appeals before the 
public at the same time.. Some might well be regarded as superfluous. Among 
the number was one which he saw had enlisted the support of the Chief Rabbi. He 


thought it must have been forgotten that the Friends ‘of Foreigners in Distress had 


formed a Committee representative of all the societies dealing with distressed 
foreigners and had collected funds to assist them. With regard to their ordinary 
winter appeal, as everybody knew, their fixed income was quite inadequate to meet 
their needs in a normal year, and they depended, therefore, to’ keep going on the 
result of an annual appeal, which brought in varying amounts in different years, 
many of the sums contributed being in the nature of annual donations. The 
annual appeal was largely, therefore, in the nature of a useful reminder to their 
friends and supporters. . They did not desire to weaken the appeal of the Shelter, 
which he understood was imminent.

Such facts, said the lecturer, must 
be taken into account if we were to estimate the value of the Old Testament.

“Children of the Ghetto.” 


_ It is a pity to be obliged to open the newly-heralded year with aught but a 
spirit of lightheartedness. Yet I fear this has been a sadder Tishri for the 
Ghetto than any that have gone before. With the millions already in the coffers 
of the Prince of Wales’ Fund, it should not be a difficult matter to divert at least a 
trickle of that golden stream for the pressing needs of our own. brothers and 
sisters. This cannot be done by the mere stroke of a pen. It calls for the most 
influential representations in the right quarter, and with the least possible delay. 
Who has dared to utter “A Happy New Year!” knowing of the want that this New 
Year must bring, unless he has attempted to offer some measure of alleviation? 

My first experience of Yiddish as it is spoke with a Paris accent, was reserved 
for one evening last week, when, mingling with the sad little crowds of refugees at 
Charing Cross Station, I came across a Jewish family which had hurried across 
the Channel from the French capital. The folk who had come to meet them made 
themselves understood in Yiddish, the newcomers replying in the patois, with 
‘French expressions freely interlarded. From Paris, too, have come a number of 
our Russian-born coreligionists, among them a forlorn lad of fourteen, who was 
obliged to make the journey here alone. I was touched by the position of this 
solitary boy, but was assured by Miss Decima Moore, that ornament of stage- 
land, who is identifying herself with the well-being of the refugees, that a temporary 
home had been found for the lad, and that before many days were over he would 
be placed in the care of London relatives. | . 


| A Jewish soldier friend in camp writes to me on note-paper bearing the printed 
heading, “Y.M.C.A. Tents’ ’—at first blush disconcerting, but evidence of- the 
readiness with which Jew and non-Jew are fraternising in these times. He tells 
me that the Y.M.C.A. authorities are “awfully nice” to Jewish young fellows who 
use their accommodation—and their stationery—and, what is more, they scorn the 
least attempt to utilise this concession as a soul-catching medium. It was not so 
long ago that an Indian friend was telling me that the Y.M.C.A. reading-rooms in 
the East were largely patronised by Jewish students, a circumstance that has now 
become so ordinary as to arouse no comment whatever. Another pleasing feature 
which appears to be worthy of notice, is not alone the readiness with which the 
Jewish soldier participates in the amenities of camp life, but the prominent part he 
is taking in the catering for its lighter side. One saucy young Maccabee, whose 
~association with the Army had been a matter of quite recent date, displaved with 
evident pride his very first stripe. [n what incident of derring-do had he figured ? 
How had dignity come:his way so early replied airily, amused ’em 
now and again with my comic songs—you know I can sing—and they were all so 
mightily pleased that they gave me this.” Incredible, but true. At this rate of

Another soldier—a son of the Ghetto—with the Expeditionary Force, sends 
me acheery letter froma locality which the Censor has been careful to erase. 
From this note I gather that, with the adaptability of his nation, he has made him- 
self thoroughly at home. The French, he tells me, are continually plying the 
British soldiers with fruit and wine and tobacco. ‘Only the other day,” he adds, 
with rare chein, ‘a lady threw mea juicy William pear, but aimed it badly, with 
the result that I got no pear but a shower-bath instead!” From further letters 
I gather that my correspondent is able to hold his own when it comes to surpassing 
the seasoned veteran's yarn. The Jew always likes to go one better. 


The naturalised East-Ender is holding on to his precious papers as if -life 
depended upon their preservation. If he be a tradesman, and his patronymic 
unaffected by the sloughing of his former nationality, the papers are invariably 
exhibited in his window, between the miniature flags of the allied nations.

represent a considerable business asset, which fact alone would justify their 
retention.

But Shloimé, the waiter, is 
taking no risks. Are you anew customer, and do you regard him with suspicion ?

Rooms, wheré five hundred refugees from Antwerp are making themselves as com- 
fortable as possible under peculiarly tragic circumstances. What pleased me was 
the persistently iterated desire of these men and women to find some occupation 
for their all-too-ample leisure. “ We want work, not charity.” That is the slogan 
of the Belgian refugees. But, alas! our own folk need work just as badly. In 
another apartment of the building the scene was one of bustle and activity, for 
here, row upon row, were articles of attire for man woman and child, jackets and 
skirts, trousers and vests, collars, boots, hats and shawls. The response of the 
Jewish public to a recent appeal for these garments has far exceeded expectations. 
It was good to see the delight in the eyes of a little Belgian boy rolling up a gift of 
collars and a brand new jacket, putting them hastily aside “for Yomtov.” 2 

It does seem to me, in the light of present circumstances, that something 
might well be done to lighten the monotony of their stay. Day after day of 
nothing to do is telling upon these unhappy exiles. Now and then kindly-hearted 
folk are calling at Alie Street, offering. to feed some refugee until further notice. 
They leave evidently disappointed, when told that all are properly fed and cared 
for. I cannot help believing that this sudden outburst of Rachmonus occasionally 
emanates from people who stand aloof when their own poor cry for help, and who 
would seek this means.of gratifying their vanity and their love of advertisement. 


The city is astonished at the influx of comely news-girls who offer French and 
Belgian papers with a persistence—and a prettiness—that is well-nigh irresistible. 
But we, at this end of the town, rejoice in the possession of our own particular 
“‘newsboys,” men of seventy or thereabouts, who dispose of Yiddish war editions 
to aclamorous throng. One picturesque figure stands within a stone's throw of 
Whitechapel Church, and appears to be so busily devouring the latest news from 
Petrograd, that it is astonishing how he manages to dispose of his stock at all. Our 
old friend seems to be an ex-Cheder Rebbe. Certainly, nature intended him for
